REGIMENT WANTS 

LOCAL MEN 



"Push on. the York Volunteers!" 

The dying words of the immortal 
Brock challenge men of York to 
rally to the county regiment, now 
ordered to mobilize for active ser- 
vice in the fight for freedom. 

"We are getting men every 
minute from all parts of the 
county," Lieut. 'Col.' John Hyde 
Bennett, V.D., told the ftx press- 
Hera Id this week. Lle'ut.-Col. Ben- 
nett and Major C. H. Reeve, K. D., 
made a trip through the county on 
Friday, making contacts prelimin- 
ary to setting up recruiting 
machinery. 

Col. Bennett stressed that the 
unit was going to he recruited as 
largely as possible from the 
county, and that York county mon 
wero going to have the first op- 
portunity. 

Col. Bennett was particularly 
pleased with tho interest evidenced 
in northern York and said that 
there was every Indication that 
Aurora, Newmarket, Sutton. 

Stouffville and the surrounding 
territory would be well represented 
in tho active battalion now being 
formed. 

While final approval must still 
come from Ottawa, Col. Bennett 
said that Newmarket would be 
strongly represented in the officer 
personnel, and that Major D. O. 
Mungovan, and Lieuts. R. B. Can- 
ham and K. M. R. Stiver, all of 
Newmarket, "have volunteered 
and are definitely going on active 
service, provided that this meets 
with tho approval of national de- 
fence headquarters at Ottawa." 

With regard to impatience on 
the part of officers and recruits to 
get into uniform and get going, 
Col. Bennett said: "It takes time 
to organize a battalion, but we will 
havo officers and recruits in uni- 
form within tho next few* days." 

"The men who havo been In the 
regiment as a reserve unit aro the 
first to be considered In filling the 
N.C.O. slate." Col. Bennett said. 
"The Queen's York Rangers 
N.C.O.'s have tho first call and the 
first consideration. They all go In 
as privates. .Tho senior N.C.O.'s 
will bo made corporals Immediate- 
ly, and then those who have the 
qualifications will bo made ser- 
geants, and their pay as sergeants 

will bo made retroactive to the 
time they Joined. 1 ' 

- Col. Bennett stressed again that 

tho Newmarket officers had all 

volunteered and would definitely 

bo with the unit.

When the estimates of expendit- 
ures for 1942 were discussed a$ 
council Monday evening, some 
time was spent on the Srigley 
Street situation, the main road to 
the local military camp. 

"Twenty-five percent of the 
$5.0000 allotment for roads and 
bridges will have to be used for 
the camp roads," said Aid. Evans, 
chairman of the committee. "The 
rest of the town is being neglected 

for sidewalks and ditches. Why not 

consider the idea of consulting an 
engineer about getting a solid ce- 
ment road in and out of the camp? 
This present road Is dangerous, in 
some places the Government is 
putting roads In to the camps with, 
the community paying one-third. 
This camp is getting to be bigger 
all the time, with Bren carriers, 
etc., coming in and out. We can't 
get any more paved roads in town 
during the war, but isn't this a 
good chance to get a road to the 
camp? There is a regular traffic 
jam over there some days." 

"I agree with Mr. Evans one 
hundred per cent," added AJder- 
man Bowser. "If such a thing could 
be done I feel that $1,000 a year 
without a doubt would be saved 
by the committee. $500 for road 
joil and $500 for filling in hoie3. I 
; don't believe any member of the 
council was aware of what the 
camp was going to mean to New- 
market. We all underestimated it." 
"Practically every camp has to 
have a centre road," stated Alder- 
man Evans. "A road is actually 
caused because of the camp. It 
would be a safety device, too." 

"They complain most bitterly of 
the road conditions up there/* 
said Reeve Fred Lnndy. "We could 
approach them with the proposi- 
tion that we would contribute the 
amount we ordinarily use for 
maintenance if they would put up 
the rest. That wouldn't effect the 
budget this year but in future it 
would help."

Gas rationing comes into forco April 1st and the scarcity 
of gasoline and rubber are very likely to bring about a very 
marked change in our way-of-living. The restrictions will 
mean that people will not he able to do much travelling and 
will he forced to remain at home. That's what folks did "back 
in the old -files" 'of thirty or forty years ago, and they seemed 
Quite happy.

In village gardens up and down England the planting of 
50,000 special packets of them is about to begin. [ 

They are a gift from Mrs. Roosevelt, sponsor of the 
"American Seeds for 'British Soil" movement — vegetable 
seeds, of course, and chosen to come up in rotation, from early 
spring lettuce to late winter sprouts. * ■ _ J 

The Women's Institutes of England are already handling 
three tons of them (with more to follow). Last year they dis- 
tributed no less than 17 tons of seeds from the United States. 
In addition to that splendid bit of generosity, U.S.A. sent 300 
bags of superphosphate, each holding 100 pounds of the fer- 
tilizer, and 500 canning and sealing machines for storing the 
fruit gathered by the Institutes. The women preserved 4.4S0,- 
000 pounds of fruit and vegetables last year. 

They and the children and grown-up evacuees also rau- 
sacked the countryside for the leaves of the foxglove and 
raspberry, stinging nettles, dandelions and other plants 
which were dried in the autumn and are now with the herb- 
alists. Digitalin for heart disease is got from the foxglove 
leaves and the nettles are effective in cases of high blood 
pressure. 

The women are organizing a similar collection this sum- 
mer and they are hoping, too, to organize meals for school 
children in the remoter parts of the countryside.

and they were working every day 
putting loads of gravel on it." 

A committee was appointed to 
look into the matter. 

Hospitalization accounts of de- 
pendents of soldiers at the local 
military camp have been increas- 
ing in number and council decided 
-that something should be done 
about it 

"This tning is going to pile up 
on us," warned Mayor Dales. "We 
might just as well have some pro- 
tection now." 

"I think it is time we had a 
showdown," opined Clerk Mathews. 
"This one account has dragged 
since last September. I believe the 
best thing is for council to appoint 
a committee to see the Department 
of National Defence authorities 
compelling the men to rebate us 
so much every pay. I would take 
it up with the camp here and if 
we cannot arrange anything with 
them, we can go to Ottawa. The 
separation allowance is supposed 
to cover that and if we have to 
pay it they should rebate us so 
much every pay." 

This question was referred to 
the clerk to see what could be 
done. 

A letter was received from the 
Loyal True Blue Lodge asking for 
permission to hold a tag day the 
last Saturday of September. This 
was granted. 

A letter was received from the 
Chinese War Relief Fund re hold- 
ing a tag day on Saturday, March 
551st. This was also granted. 

The Minister of Health sent a 
reply confirming the appointment 
of U. H. Wesley as Medical Health 
Officer for another year. 

The sale of the house and lot on 
the east side of Charles Street, 
owned by J. J. MoDonald to James 
Pemberton for $700, was approved 
by council. 

"I was wondering If the council 
could do anything to prohibit 
false alarrnf* by offering a reward," 
stated Alderman Evans. "Last 
week the firemen came out In the 
rain. Saturday morning they wore 
called out again. It la no fun bring- 
ing a bunch of volunteer firemen 
out on a rainy night" 

"I might say that we have been 
working on this thing since the 
first false alarm," related Chief 
Constable James Sloss. "There are 
a certain number of Juveniles In 
town who are a real problem. They 
are hard to crack. Through the co- 
operation of one citizen we got a 
line on tv/o Juveniles and worked 
on them for some time before they 
admitted being guilty. I have ar- 
ranged to take them to the Juven- 
ile court in Toronto' this week.

Ii 
a public meeting was called for 
A.R.P. work they wouldn't have 
the equipment, and If there were 
raldH or sabotage In town the fire- 
men, police and town employees 
would be the first people to be 
called. The firemen are having a 
meeting here tomorrow night and 
have asked me to invite the coun- 
cil, I understand Mr. Morrison haa 
taken the course. 

Mayor Dale* felt that wardens 



should be appointed. 

The following sections were ad- 
ded to a By-law to provide for the 
regulation of traffic in the Town 

of Newmarket, which was passed 
some two years ago: 

"All vehicles parking on Main 
Street shall he on their right hand 
side of the road and the right 
wheels of the said vehicle shall be 
within one foot of the curb."

"No vehicles shall park at any 
time upon any of the following 
streets or portions of streets: 
Pleasant View Avenue, Wesley 
Street, Vale Avenue; Crescent 
Road; Srigley Street from Pro- 
spect Street to Pleasant View 
Ave.; the north side of Srigley 
Street from Pleasant View Avenue 
to Vale Avenue; the north side of 
Water Street west of Main Street; 
the north side of Timothy Street 
between Main Street and a point 
twenty feet westerly from the 
easterly limit to the Market 
Square; on those portions of the 
south side of Millard Ave., Park 
Ave., Botsford Street and the 
lands formerly used as the right- 
of-way by the Toronto Transporta- 
tion Commission Radial Railway; 
Cedar Street; the laneway between 
lots 2 and 26 on the east side of 
Main Street according to plan re- 
gistered as number 81." 

"No motor vehicle, wagon or 
cart or any portion of same shall 
be parked or stopped on any side- 
walk in the town of Newmarket, 
nor shall any such vehicle he 
parked within a distance of ten 

■ 

feet of any fire hydrant. 

"No vehicle shall park for a 
longer period than sixty minutes 
on the following streets or portions 
thereof where parking is not pro- 
hibited apart from this section: 
Main Street from Water Street to 
Millard Avenue; Water Street 
from Main Street to Eagle Street; 
Prospect Street from Water Street 
to Srigley Street; Timothy Street 
from Main Street to Charlotte 
Street, and from Main Street to 
the former right-of-way of the 

Toronto Transportation Commis- 
sion Radial Railway. 'Botsford 
Street from Main Street to the 
former right-of-way of the Toronto 
Transportation Commission Radial 
Railway; Park AVenuo from Main 
Street to the former right-of-way 
of the Toronto Transportation 
Commission Railway." 

Mayor Dales- urged council to 
pass this by-law. "We can't get a 
by-law that will satisfy 100 per- 
cent of the people," he stated. 
"This thing . Jias been pushed 
around too much. If you were a 
policeman you would realize the 
difficulty. We can amend It if 
necessary." 

Deputy-Reeve Vale did not ap- 
prove of COmlnute parking on the 
different streets, and named a few 
residents on Prospect Street who 
have not driveways. "When they 
have visitors on Sundays there 
will bo no place for them to park," 
he argued. 

"It is a matter of discretion how 
you enforce it," said the Mayor. 
"If you have complaints there will 
be .something to back up the 
police." 

"I don't believe two-hour park- 
ing Is any good," stated Aid. 
Evans. "People can slip around 
the block and move their car back 
again to the same place." , 

■ Aid. HIgginson told that the 
military authorities had requested 
such a by-law.

Furniture and Stock as Well as Implements 
Draw Very High Bids; Thousands Attend

"Keen buyers villi thick rolls of 
money in their jeens" have been 
flocking by the thousand to every 
auction sale held in York County 
this year, F. N. Smith, Newmarket 
auctioneer, stated. 

"Before the war, and even as 
late as last summer, about all you 
could expect at an auction was 
half-hearted bidding: from a few 
hundred slightly-interested farm- 
ors," he said. "But now, with the 
keen competition, prices have shot 
away up. Horses are selling for 76 
to 100 per cent, more than they did 
a year ago and will go higher be- 
fore summer. Good quality jfarm 
machinery is at a premium and In 
some instances has brought more 
than market price." ■ 

Machinery and household goods 
that were passed over as "Junk" by 
auctioneers prior to the war, now 
aro bringing substantial prices, ho 
said. Furniture, that is almost an- 
tique but had no value before tho 
war, is bringing prices ' that Is 
close to the cost of new furniture. 
"What-nots" that used to bring 25 
and 50 cents now bring as high as 
$20. Antique dishes that were giv- 
en away or were piled on the de- 
bris heap, sell for $25 aud more a 
set. Ancient binders aud other 
farm machinery dating before the 
first Great War find a ready mar- 
ket at prices more than half their 
original cost. 

Buggies Up to $25 from 3. 

Buggies aro scarce and command 
pricos of ?20 to $25, Mr. Smith 
said. Before the war good buggies 
sold at auction for $3. "There still 
Isn't tho demand there might be, 
because the farmers are hopeful of

"I sold a 
three-year-old binder a couple of 
weeks ago for $260." 

Seed grains are also selling well, 
ho said .Seed oats bring 75 to 80 
cents a bushel. Seed barley sells 
around $1 and fall wheat sells for 
as high as $1.10. Feed grains are 
selling at about 25 cents a bushel 
less than seed grain, which is an 
excellent price. Mr. Salgeon said.

At an auction sale Thursday, A. 
S. Farmer of Gormley. sold three 
horses at $151, $150 and $150.

I love the story of (he return of 
the swallows so well that I can't 
resist writing a little Item about 
it for today, March 10, true to the 
day as proven by many years close 
s-tndy they return from their winter 
home in Jerusalem to San Juan 
Caplstrano Mission on the Pacific, 
coast about half way between Los 
Angeles and San Diego. 

March 19 was tho day when the 
Mission of St. Joseph was com- 
pleted and Mass was said in it for 
tho first time, and as the Angelns 
Bell sounded the Indians, who 
helped In Its construction, on their 
way to tho service notjecd this tiny 
bird, n variety never before seen 
In those parts. It settled Itself for 
the night high up under the eaves 
of the 'Mission, but next day was 
again seen at dawn flying away. 
In an hour It returned, this time 
leading from the direction of the 
sea a battalion of about three 
thousand of them. 

They took possession of the 
Mission and built their nes-ts on 
the clay near by, oplishlng them 
off with their own bodies till the 
nests resembled perfect pieces of 
pottery high up under the eaves of 
tho Mission. That was St. Joseph's 
Day, March 10, 1776, and each year 
regularly on the same day they re 
turn to leave again for their winter 
homo on St. 'John's TXiy, (San 
Juan), October 23. 

Twice a year the press records 
their coming and their #oing, thus 
giving bird lovers and ornithol- 
ogists one of the greatest myster- 
ies of nature they over tried to 
solve.

ORGANIZE HOG PRODUCERS 

V. S. Milburn of Toronto, secre- 
tary of the Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture, announced it had been 
decided to hold hog production 
meetings in counties of Brant, Ox- 
ford and Waterloo, to organize the 
hog producers of the province. 
Organization will be extended to 
other districts a& soon as the first 
"block" has been established. 

A committee on membership ex- 
pansion has also recommended 
organization on a commodity levy 
basis of farmers in the field of 
beef cattle, poultry, grain, fruits 
and vegetable production, said Mr. 
Milburn. 

Harry Scott, Federation presi- 
dent, said that agriculture is fac- 
ing a labor shortage and although 
"Ontario farmers are ready to 
make an all out effort" for increas- 
ed farm production, there is a 
"limit to what the farmers can do." 

He said he had hoped govern- 
ment officials would realize the 
need of leaving key men .on farms, 
but so far the government had 
shown no great interest in agricul- 
tural problems.

Lhe Women's Institute: 

I have seldom got a greater 

thrill than when your niarvellou ' 
parcel arrived. It was badly held 
on in the post and arrived just he- 
fore I went on leave ten days ago. 
but it was all the more welcome on 
that account, because if seemed 
like Christmas all over a^ain. 

I am able to live in my own 
little cottage now in the country, 
about five miles from Reading, and 
to go into my army job every day. 
so when I came home in the even- 
ing in the dark, tired and cold, it 
was there waiting for me! I al- 
ways think half the fun at Christ- 
mas is enjoying it with other 
people, and 1 couldn't bear to undo 
this by myself, so I got the friend 
who has a little fiat in my cottage. 
to come down, and we sat beside 
the funny little English open fire- 
place stove, and undid all the 

parcels. 
What a marvellous box it was'. 

i think everybody in the village 
must have brought something, and 
it was so wonderful for one to 
think of people in my own village 
thinking of me and doing up pres- 
ents in all sorts of pretty wrap- 
pings and perhaps wondering if 1 
would like tbem. I can assure 
everyone that I loved everything 
in the box and I think it was won- 
derfully well planned. You seem to 
have thought of everything. The 
Shortbread is so delicious in the 
evening when I have a cup of tea 
and listen to BBC. and the Christ- 
inas cake was SO pre-war that I 
had almost forgotten what a real 
Christmas cake was like. I know 
you understand how short we are 
of sugar so the icing and loaf sug- 
ar were as welcome fwe can't get 
either now — only granulated) as 
the delicious home-made fudge 
and the chocolate bars. 

The raisins were a wonderful 
thought and I can eat them for my 
breakfast food. I particularly ap- 
preciated the tea bags because I 
can take them out for picnics with 
my thermos. I was just going 
away on leave when the box came. 
and the khaki handkerchief and 
the washcloth and towel and the 
toothpaste went straight into my 
bag. The "band-aid" is awfully 
nice to have on hand and it is very 
clever and a convenient style and 
tlio needles arc* always welcome. ! 
am looking forward to reading the 
delightful little "Reader." which 
has such a varied selection, and 
the first time I have some of our 
Canadian boys over they will be 
able to enjoy the cigarettes with 
rue or play rummy with Canadian 
cards. The gum is nice when one 
is tired over long lists of soldiers' 
pay sheets and I always treasure 
a new pencil — so you see ©very: 
thing just filled a special need. 
You must have thought it out very 
carefully. 

I had a happy Christmas this 
year because I was able to be at 
home. Wo* had Christmas Day it- 
self, although no extra time for 
Christmas Eve or Boxing Day. On 
Christmas Eve I wont to the mid- 
night service in the little village 
church. It was blacked out so we 
had lots of candles and lights and 
It was crowded with people, in- 
cluding the Army and AJr Force 
lads on holiday, and we had lovely 
Carols and old hymns. Tho next 
afternoon, Christmas Day, I went 
to a party for twelve Canadian 
soldiers given by a cousin of mine 
whose grandfather wag a Can- 
adian. She lives about twelve 
miles away aud I had to cycle 
there in the rain, because there 
were no trains running, but the 
air was lovely so r enjoyed the 
experience.

A rise in tuberculosis in count- 
ries where war has caused a food 
shortage is predicted by Dr. Ks- 
niond It. Long, director. The 
Henry Phipps Institute. Philadel- 
phia, says Science Service, ad- 
dressing the 40th annual meeting 
of the Xew York Tuberculosis and 
Health Association. Dr. Long 
pointed out that already a rise iu 
tuberculosis death rates has been 
recorded in the British Isles, at- 
tributed by public health authorit- 
ies to poorer nutrition. He said 
proper nutrition is an important 
constitutional factor in resistance 
o this disease. He added: 

"During me lirst world war 
Mpve wa=f a serious rise in tuber- 
culosis in the warring countries, 
"."areful e ,, alyses in later years 
credited a major s liar 6 of this to 
malnutrition: particularly to de- 
flnienoy in protein consumption. 
Later studies have indicated (he 
importance of vitamin A and vit- 
amin C These food substances 
are looked upon as protective. 
They nny spell the difference be- 
tween ability and inability to re- 
sist minor tuberculosis infections.

Sergt. Dick Pearson, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. C. L. Pearson of Sutton, 
who is overseas with 'No. 4 Dental 
Company, writes the following In- 
teresting letter home telling about 
a leave spent in Scotland, and of 
the warmth of Scottish hospitality. 

November 5, 1941. 

Dear Mum: 

I just returned fra Bonnie Scot- 
land early this morning. I had a 
marvellous time. Scottish hospi- 
tality is the finest I have ever met. 

We left camp one evening and 
woke^ up the next morning travel- 
ling "thru the glens and dales of 
Scotland, very, very beautiful. 

There were myriads of sheep on 
all the hills. The leaves were turn- 
ing color. What a sight' The col- 
ors are not so extreme as our 
maples, but the blend is magnifi- 
cent. The terrain in southern Scot- 
land is very rolling, even more so 
than around Bradford and Church- 
ill district. There is less under 
cultivation, nearly all pasture-land 
and that is what makes the coun- 
try so beautiful. 

Around noon we arrived in Edin- 
burgh. The most striking remin- 
iscence in this ancient city is Ed- 
inburgh Castle, the old stronghold 
of Robert ;Bruce and William Wal- 
lace. The Castle stands aloft as a 
mighty eyclops looking down on 
Its flock, the busy streets of Edin- 
burgh below. On three sides moss- 
covered rock extends perpendicu- 
larly below the bowels of the 

Castle. 

Eddie and I went thru it later — 

what a sight? Big heavy studded 

door, moat, portculles, cobblestone 

walks, rooms filled with mail, oak 

floors and doorways. It was as If 

I had been swept away to the days 

of the mediaeval barons. 

One of the features of Edinburgh 
is the large memorial to Sir Wal- 
ter Scott on Princess Street,- the 
main drag of Edinburgh. Beyond 
a doubt it is the most picturesque 
city, from a standpoint of archi- 
tecture, I have ever been in. 

Another, and the most interest- 
ing place to me was iHolyrood Pal- 
ace, where Mary Queen of Scots 
lived. I was simply thrilled to 
death. The floors and walls are 
solid oak. What a palace. Wo visit- 
ed Lord Darnley's bedroom, dres- 
singroom, and Queen Mary's, too. 
Mary's bed is still there, one of 
those old boxed-in affairs, almost 
square. Also the room with a brass 
plate on the floor, marking the 
spot where Rizzo was murdered 
That picture' you have with the 
guards coming in. Imagine seeing 
the room that picture portrayed! 

The Sastle Chapel is there, half 
in ruins; groves as old as hades. 
There Is the Royal Tomb where 
James I and many other Scottish 

kings are buried. 

1 also saw the famous Firth of 
Forth bridge, the only tubular 
steel bridge I have ever s^an. 

Lastly, for beautiful Edinburgh 
at least, we visited St. die's Cath- 
edral. It is the original Protestant 
Church of Scotland, where John 
preached and where Jennie threw 
the chair at the time of the riot in 
the church. There are clearly de- 
tailed statues of the Scottish kings 
above the main doorway, along 
with one of John Knox. A marvel- 
lous statue of Charles II is in the 
courtyard to one side, t 

We left Edinburgh for Glasgow 
about six In the evening and were 
settled away for the night in a 
comfortable private home around 
ten o'clock.

I never was received In a 
strange city more warmly. We pro- 
ceeded from the station to No. 2 
Overseas Club. A lovely middle- 
aged Scottish woman immediately 
asked if we were fixed up for the 
night. She was unable to find ac- 
commodation for us, so she took us 
to her own home. She was the wife 
of a University of Glasgow pro- 
fessor. They served us coffee, 
sandwiches, and cake on going to 
bed. 

While we wore at the Club the 



girls couldn't do enough for us. 
They served us at the table, an- 
swered all questions regarding 
Loch Lomond. One did not feel ast 
if they were in a hotel but more 
like your own home, free to breeze i 
in and out, obtain coffee or tea at 
any hour. Never struck a placel 
like it in all my many years as a, 
veteraned warrior! ! I ! 

The following day we got on a 
bus that took us 15 miles to Bal- 
loch on Loch Lomond, for a mere 
two shillings return. " 

Balloch is a quiet little Scottish 
village full of tearooms converted 1 
from private homes to accommo- 
date the heavy summer trade. On 
enquiring around we found that at 
2 p.m. a launch took passengers 
up the Loch. Iu the meantime, we 
strolled thru a beautiful natural 
park. Squirrels took nuts from the 
open hand of a Scottish lad. They 
were similar to our black squirrels 
but with the tarnish-brown color. 
Very handsome little creatures. 

In the centre of the park is an 
ancient Castle looking upon tran- 
quil Loch Lomond, and believe me 
those "banks" are really "bonnie." 
The Castle was a tearoom, unfor- 
tunately not open. ,due to the late- 
ness of the season. The park was 
filled with rare and beautiful fir 
and spruce trees of various shades 
and hues. 

At 2 p.m. we cruised up the 

wonder Loch. Suddenly we round- 
ed a curve In the narrow bay and 
there before us lay a scene equal 
to those visited by Ulysses. 

Beautiful green rolling moun- 
tains stretched back on either 
side, and directly before us was 
Ben Lommond. The uppermost 
portion cloaked in a purple mist 
while the base was wrapped in a 
green mantle. Off to the left lay 
the gateway to the highlands, (wo 
stately columns of low mountain 
peaks, with Loch Lomond nestled 
at their feet. The perspective was 
sealed at the limit of vision by the 
towering snow-clad peak of a 
member of the Grampian Mts. 

The people say these bonnie 
banks are covered with red and 
purple when the heather is in 
bloom. I am sending postcards to 
try and illustrate what I am feebly 
trying to picture. 

A typical Scottish hillside will 
have intermittent patches of green, 
marking cultivation, while the re- 
mainder will be rolling pasture- 
land, with clumps of low brush 
here and there. All is quiet and 
peaceful, save for the gentle 
tinkle of a distant cowbell; sheep 
softly graze on the still verdant 
grassland. There is nothing like it. 
Scotland has them all beaten. 

When we completed our superb 
cruise we had tea at a quiet little
